MRS..LANGTRY’S ELEGANT RESIDENCE In 
NEW YORK CITY. 


Every Room, Hall and Closet a Picture of 
Loveliness, Elegance and Exquisite Taste 
~The. Furnishing of the House Superin- 
tended by Mrs. Ayers—The Mongolian Hall 
Attendant—Mrs. Langtry’s Morning Room

NEw YOrK, October 1.—Mrs. Langtry is 
already comfortably and elegantly at home in 
her pretty vine-embowered house, No. 361 
West Twenty-third street. Every room and 
hall and closet is a picture of loveliness, ele- 
gance and, above all, exquisite taste. Previous 
to her arrival with her seventy-three packing 
cases, the furnishing of the house had been

A Clear Statement of the Condition of 
Affairs at Charleston by Capt. Dawson. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 1.—Capt. F. W. Dawson, 
the editor of the Charleston News and Courier, 
arrived in the city last evening and is stopping 
at the New York Hotel. 

‘‘Tam in a position to state, from personal 
knowledge, he said, and I think it is time 
it was stated tothe generous public, which 
has come forward so promptly to Charleston’s 


aid, that the money so far received and now in 
sight—that is to say which has been sub- 
scribed—amounting, if it is all paid in, to 
$450 ,000 or $500,000, will suffice to render habit- 
abie the houses of those of our citizens who 
are absolutely without means to heip them- 
selves. I refer to laboring people, poor wid- 
ows and the like, who owned little homes with 
mortgages upon them, and who would be ut- 
terly without resources to repair damages 
were it not for the timely assistance.’’ 

Then you mean to say that no more help is 
needed?’ 

No, far from that. The double blow which 
Charleston has received, first from the 
cyclone and then from the earthquake, is one 
that she cannot recover from unless she re- 
ceives other organized aid from outside. If it 
can be arranged so tliat she can borrow money 
at a fair rate ofinterest, say 4 per cent—bor- 
row, notin a wildcat way, mind you, but on 
perfectly good substantial security which she 
can furnish—then we will be able to rebuild 
and in afew years be on our feetagain. One 
thing more is needed to put Charleston where 
she was—or perhaps in better condition than 
she was— 

BEFORE THE DISASTER. 

That is for the Government to aid us by 
romptly pushing forward the work of build- 
ng jetties at our harbor’s mouthand thus giv- 

ing us twenty-five feet of waterin the channel. 

This work, you understand, has already been 

ordered, and all that we ask is thatit be hast- 

ened forward as fast as possible. It is not 
that it will bring much money to Charleston— 
for it will not—but it will give us facilities for 
business which must greatly benefit the city.“

WASHINGTON. 


A PROBABLE REORGANIZATION OF THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


All Republicans in the Department to be 
Ousted—Federal Officials at New Orleans 
in Danger of Official Decapitation—An 
Unpopular Promotion—Presidential Ap- 
pointments — Seeretary Manning — News 

From the National Capital.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 1.—Assigtant 
Secretary of the Treasury Thompson spent an 
hour or so with the President yesterday, and 
to-day he had another long interview with Mr. 


Cleveland. There is a report about the Treas- 
ury that these interviews mean that 
a complete reorganization of the Treas- 
ury is about to take place. This 
naturally excites great apprehension among 
the officials in that department, outside 
the Civil Service rules. The rumor has it that 
not only are few Republicans left in high 
laces about to lose their heads, but several 
— who have not given satisfaction. 
To-day begins a new month and it is said the 
changes will begin with it. Assistant Seere- 
tary Thompson has entire charge of the ap- 
pointments and removals in the Treasury De- 
partment. 


Gen. Miles’ Report. 


WASHINGTON, October 1.—The annual report 
of Gen. Miles is still in the hands of the Presi- 
dent, and has been the subject of a brief con- 
ference to-day between himself and Sec- 


retary Endicott, but it is understood 
that no line of action has yet been 
decided upon in regard to that portion 
relating to the surrender of Geronimo. While 
the text of the report is not yet accessible for 
publication, it is known that, in respect to 
that matter, Gen. Miles does not explain him- 
self to the satisfaction of the authorities, and 
that his granting of conditions, which are 
now understoo to be even more lib- 
eral than has heretofore been supposed, 
is a subject of embarrassment and perp exits 
Without saying so in emphatic terms, at 
gathered from Gen. Miles’ roundabout ex- 
pressions on the subject, that the agreement 
was made that the lives of the prisoners 
should be spared and that they should be 
removed at once from Arizona. 

In this respect Gen. Miles has, it is said, 
gone contrary to the well understood wishes 
of his suveriors, which action amounts prac- 
tically to disobedience of orders. The only 
reason suggested for this course—the 
absence of any satisfactory state- 
ment on the point from Gen. Miles— 
is the fear that if he did not secure the prison- 
ers in this way they would make terms with 
and surrenderto the Mexicans. This would 
have rendered the termination of the cam- 
paign apparently less creditable to the Ameri- 
cans. In this state of affairs there seems to be 
nothing which the authorities can do 
for the punishment of the prisoners 
except to keep them permanently as prisoners 
of war. Even should the civil authorities of 
Arizona demand them for trial, with the most 
positive proof of murder ready for presenta- 
tion, the hands of the Administration wouid 
be tied. 


A Unpopular Promotion.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 1.—The detail 
of Second Lieut. G. Hill, Twentieth Infantry, 
to be Acting Judge Advocate of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, at Fort Leavenworth, 


has raised a storm in the army, especially 
among the older ranking lieutenants, many of 
whom have served nearly twenty years in the 
regular army, while some held ranks in the 
volunteers during the war, Lieut. Hill gradu- 
ated at West Point in 1881, and while serving 
in Kansas and the Indian Territory, met the 
daughter of Gen. Joseph G. Potter, who was 
then Colonel of the Twenty-fourth regiment 
of colored infantry. Last spring he was 
granted leave from Montana and was 
married to Miss Potter, and when his father- 
in-law was made a Brigadier-General in April 
last, was promptly made aid-de- camp on his 
staff. Gen. Potter goes onthe retired list on 
October 22, on reaching 64 years of age, and 
his son-in-law would then lose his detail as 
go to his regiment but for

while holding it, and gives him the right to 
uarters atthe same post in advance of any 
uty captain who may be there. The duties 
for which he is detailed are those which Maj.

New Orleans Officials in Danger.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 1.—From the 
best information thatcan be gathered, it ap- 
pears that a very strong case will be made out 
against Postmaster Buck of New Orleans and 


his assistant, Lee Crandell, for neglect of 
official duties in participating in the King 
convention. Ex-Senator Jones, now 
Coliector of Customs, is also al- 
leged to be one of the guilty 
parties. Neither Postmaster Buck nor Collec- 
tor Jones went in person to the convention, 
but sent several of their most alive representa- 
tives. Assistant- Postmaster Crandell is 
charged with saying, while at the conyen- 
tion, that he had been sent by his 
chief with instructions to work the 
convention in the interest of King. Collector 
Jones’ representatives said practically the 
same thing as to their mission.

PAID THE ‘PENALTY, 


Charles Edwards, the Murderer of Hettie 
Refuge, Hanged at New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, October 1.—Charles Edwards, 
alias Charles Gorham, colored, who killed his 
mistress, Hettie Refuge, in Algiers, on June 
20, was executed to-day in the grounds of the 
parish prison in presence of the fifteen wit 
nesses allowed by law. The drop fell at 12:55. 
Jealousy caused the trouble between Edwards 
and his paramour. He acknowledged the 
killing from the time of his arrest and said he 
was willing to hang for it. 

The particulars of the murder show that 
Edwards remained until the woman was 
asleep, when he rose from the bed, secured 
his razor and returned. He raised the 
mosquito bar, suddenly placed his left hand 
over the woman’s mouth to prevent any out- 
cry, and with the other drew the razor across 
her throat, inflicting a horrible wound ex- 
tending almost from ear to ear, and severing 
the wind-pipe, external and internal jugular 
veins, and carotid arteries.

BY PERJURY. 


HOW THE CONDEMNED ANARCHISTS EX- 
PECT TO GET A NEW TRIAL. 


Love and Blossom, the New Witnesses For 
the Defense, Acknowledge That They 
Swore Falsely—A So-Called Detective Se- 
cures Their Evidence—The Motion For a 
New Trial Argued To-Day—A Meeting of 
Sym pathizers. 


* 

CHICAGO, October 1.—The anarchist case is 
to be opened in court again to-day, and the 
announcement is made that the counsel for 
the condemned men have procured and filed 
with the State’s Attorney two affidavits of 
men bearing the names of Love and Blossom, 
who buve sworn and subscribed that on the 
night of May@ last, Henry Gilmer, the incon- 
trovertible witness in the famous trial, was in 
their company in a saloon ät the corner of 
Van Buren and Halstead streets, from about 8 
o’clock until 10 or after, and that it was there- 
fore impossible for him to have been where he 
swore he was—at the Haymarket meet- 
ing. Like Gilmer, Love and Blos- 
som are said to be painters. 


Ulmer, it will be remembered, swore that he 
went to the meeting early to see a friend, with 
whom he had an appointment. While looking 
for his friend he saw a suspicfous trio in the 
alley behind Crane Bros’. building, and he 
watched their movements closely until he saw 
one of them, Spies, light the fuse of the bomb, 
ana the other, Schnaubelt, huri it at the walt - 
ing police. He was very positive in his iden- 
tification of both Schwab and Spies, pointing 
out the latter two in the court- room. Schnau- 
belt he identified by a photograph which was 
in possession of W that was handed 
him onthe stand. State’s Attorney. Grinnell 
says the affidavits are intended to 

IMPEACH THE TESTIMONY OF GILMER, 
but he is confident they will do nothing of the 
kind. He suspected something wrong from 
the beginning, and upon first seeing the affi- 
davits, sentiorthe two men, Love and Blos- 
som, and questioned them closely. The 
former, who claimed in his affidayit that he 
knew Gilmer for fifteen years, broke down 
and confessed that he did not know him at all, 
and thatthe affidavit was faise in every par- 
ticular. Hesaid that he had been induced 
to make it by a so-called detective 
engaged in hunting evidence for the anarchist 
defense, under promise of a rich reward. 
Blossom stuck to his story, and when con- 
fronted with Love’s confession seemed to as- 
sume that Love had been scared and intimi- 
dated into retracting what he knew to be true. 
The detective also, it is said, has weakened 
and confessed that he designedly imposed 
upon the lawyers forthe defense in the hope 
0 making a rich sum of money. 
Every endeavor was made to suppress 
these facts until the case was reopened. The 
lateness of the hour @ which the story leaked 
out, and then only in two sections, made it 
impossible to further look into the records of 
Love and Blossom. Efforts to find the an- 
archists’ counsel were useless. But the facts 
as given are vouched for as correct. If there 
is no truth in the theory that Love has beenin 
timidated, counsel for the anarchists were im 
posed upon by a designing knave. They, it is 
not disputed, drew the affidavits and filed 
them in good faith, and the knowledge con- 
tained in them was probably what was hinted 
at early in the week as some ‘‘rich develop- 
ments. 

THE MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL. 

The hearing of the motion for a new trial in 
the case in the seven condemned anarchists, 
under sentence of death for their participation 
in the Haymarket siaughter, was commenced 
before Judge Gary in the Criminal Court this 
morning. Capt. Black, on behalt of the con- 
demned men, offered an affidavit which de- 
clared that Special Bailiff Henry L. Rice, 
who summoned nearly all of the panel 
from which the jury was . obtained, 
had made a remark to a merchant named Fa- 
vor, on Wabash avenue, to the effect that he 
know his business“ and was selecting men 
who would hang the anarchists. The attorney 
asked that Mr. Favor and a man named 
Stevens should be summoned into court and 
mews as to the alleged remark. The 

tate’s Attorney expressed surprise that the 
counsel for the defense should make such alle- 
gations without first informing him of their 
purpose to attack an officer of the court, 

ATTACKING THB JURORS. 

The Court replied to Capt. Biack that there 
was no date attached to the affidavit. The 
Court also said there was no precedent for 
taking oral testimony at this stage of the 
proceedings, and overruled the motion to 
summon the persons named. The counsel for 
the prisoners then read the motion for the new 
trial, which has already been published. This 
embodied an affidavit by T. J. Morgan, to the 
effect that he had heard Juror Denker declare, 
shortly after the Haymarket meeting, that the 
whole crowd of anarchists ought to be hanged. 
An affidavit of Michael Cull was also read, to 
the effect that Juror Adams had expressed 
himself to the affiant in about the same lan- 
guage. 

An affidavit by E. A. Stevens was also read 
which stated that Mr. Favor, a merchant, had 
told him that Rice, the deputy, had said that 
„the anarchists would hang as sure as death.“ 
The affidavits of A. P. Love anti Orrin Blossom 
were then read, declaring that they had seen 
the witness Gilmer in asaloon on Van Buren 
street before and after the bomb-throwing. 
This affidavit was to impeach Gilmer, who 
swore he saw Schnaubelt throw the bomb. The 
affidavit of the Indianapolis saloon-keeper, J. 
P. DeLuce, was then read, citing the fact of 
the presence of a mysterious stranger in his 
place afew days before the bomb-throwing, 
who intimated that trouble would occur fn 
Chicago. 

Mr. Zeisler, one of the defendant’s counsel, 
made an affidavit that Juror Cole had taken 
ch during the trial which was contrary to 
aw. 

The prisoners were in court during the fore- 
noon. They all showed the effects of their 
imprisonment. Spies, Schwab and Fischer, 
especially, had very white faces. 


A Meeting of Sympathizers. 


CHICAGO, October 1.—About 600 Germans 
met at Mueller’s Hall on North avenue, last 
night, to express their disapproval of the ver- 
dict in the late anarchist trial, and tocollect 


money for the fund for the defense. Wm. 
Land of the North Side ‘‘Group of Socialists’’ 
oresided. Half a dozen speeches were made 
n German, and the chairman read a series of 
resolutions which were adopted. The sub- 
stance of them was that the press had ex- 
erted an undue influence on the trial; that the 
conviction was the result of prejudice and not 
based on the evidence; that by appeals to 
passion an impression was created that the 
property-owning class demanded the convic- 
tion of the defendants; that the influence ex- 
erted by the press on criminal trials was a 
crime against life and 4 that the meet 
ing pledged itself to do all in its power to 
secure areconsideration of the case and push 
itto the highest tribunal; that it was untrue 
that the verdict was satisfactory to the people, 
it was so only tothe capitalistic class and their 
supporters; that they asked the support of all 
fair-minded men in raising the funds neces- 
sary to prosecute the trial to the higher courts. 
Ninety-three dollars was collected before the 
crowd went home.

On the subject of civil-service reform 
as demanded in Democratic platforms 
since 1876 and commanded in all the utter- 
ances of President CLEVELAND since his 
election, the last Democratic State Con- 
vention in this city was ominously silent.

THE MARINE LEAGUE. 

Russia could not sell us the Pacific 
Ocean nor any branch or arm thereof 
which was not hers by the law of nations. 
Her right and ours to segregate from the 
ocean highway and treat as enclosed 
sen“ the waters in which, sixty miles from 
land, we recently seized three British 
vessels and their crews as trespassers upon 
our fur seal preserves, depends upon the 
consent of other maritime powers, and 
that consent depends altogether upon 
their ability to come to an agreement in 
regard to the final settlement of the ma- 
rine league question. 

Just to what extent the three-mile limit 
of jurisdiction off the coast may be drawn 
from headland to headland, and just how 
far it must follow the indentations of the 
coast are the questions yet remaining to 
be settled by agreement. No one power 
can set up one rule for its own protection 
and claim the right to apply a different 
rule to the coasts of another power. 

Great Britain and the United States are 
fortunately both interested in the settle- 
ment of this question upon sound and 
equitable principles consistent with the 
reason of the rule which by common con- 
sent extends each country’s jurisdiction 
one marine league from its coast. That 
much is conceded as necessary for the en- 
forcement of revenue laws or. local police 
powers, and also for the protection of 
neutral coasts from belligerents. As many 
rivers épen into wide estuaries and many 


bays are so nearly land-locked as 
to differ but little from inland 
lakes in essential particulars, no 


nation claims that the three-mile limit 
should strictly follow the coast indenta- 
tions. The reason of the rule req

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BOSS O’DAY’S TAX FIGUBES.

masked batteries has just appeared in the 
shape of a letter from Secretary of State 
MoGRaTH, in which the farmers of Mis- 
souri are informed that railroads are as- 
sessed for taxation at a higher valuation 
in this State than in any other. To make 
this appear, such comparisons of railroad 
mileage and assessment as the following 
are presented: 

Tilinois—8,025 miles; valuation, $60,987,317, or 
$7,600 per mile. 

Missouri—4,654 miles; valuation, $45,822,295, 
or $9,846 per mile. 

How misleading such comparisons are 
need not be explained to any reader who 
knows that one single railroad, the IIli- 
nois Central, which is not included in the 
Illinois assessment, pays to that State 7 
per cent of its gross earnings in lieu of all 
taxes. This tax paid to the State in 1885 
amounted to $367,789, while all of Mis- 
souri’s roads on their valuation of $45, 822, 
295 will pay her a tax of only $183,289, or 
less than half as much as one railroad pays 
every year to the State of Illinois! 

If Boss O’Day wants the truth told about 
this matter, why does he not make MIKE 
McGRaTH compare the whole amount of 
tax paid by railroads to the State of IIh- 
nois with the whole amount paid by rail- 
roads to the State of Missouri? Why not 
give the figures which show us which State 
collects the largest percentage of its entire 
revenue from railroads? 

The mere assessment of a railroad tells 
nothing until it is compared with the as- 
sessment of other property in the same 
State. Compare the ridiculously small 
aggregate assessment of Chicago with the 
huge assessment of St. Louis and it will be 
seen at a glance that an average valuation 
of $7,000 per mile is relatively a far higher 
assessment for railroads in IIlinois than 
$9,000 per mile in Missouri.

BRITISH RECONSTRUCTION. 

Mr. GLADSTONE has called attention to 
the very significant fact that three of the 
four nationalities composing the United 
Kingdom have approved home rule for 
Ireland by larger majorities than the 
fourth registered against it. Scotland 
favored it by three to two, Ireland by four 
anda half to one, and Wales by five to 
one. These three returned in the aggre- 
gate three Home Rulers to one Unionist, 
while England’s members stand nearer 
two to one than three to one the other 
way. 

In favoring home rule for Ireland, both 
Scotland and Wales brand as false the 
charge that the demand for home rule is 
disloyal or means the disintegration of the 
United Kingdom. Even the deposition of 
the STUARTS and the revolutionary trans- 
fer of the crown to the Hanoverians did 
not shake that intense loyalty to the 
throne of the United Kingdom with 
which her motherly affection for the 
Stuart Kings had imbued _ Soot- 
land. The great bulk of Scotland's 
people are more Anglo-Saxon than the 
English themselves, and since the at- 
tempts to restore the crown to the STv- 
ARTS in 1715 and 1745 utterly failed to en- 
list any Scottish support except from a 
few weak and wild tribes of Highlanders, 
Scotland’s loyalty has never been doubted. 
As for Wales, the loyalty of that original 
Briton, the Welshman, to the British 
crown, has been commemorated in the 
plays of SHAKSPEARE and the pictures of 
HOGARTH and is proverbial. 

But ever since Scotland’s Parliament 
was abolished she has felt the need of such 
a body at Edinburgh to legislate upon Scot- 
tish local affairs and interests, as our State 
Legislatures do for their respective States. 
The English Parliament is such an im- 
mense hody and has so much to do that, 
although it leaves Scottish affairs mostly 
to its Scottish members, the Scots 
have always felt that a hundred 
men elected to sit at Edinburgh and 
look after localinterests exclusively un- 
der the eye of Scotland would be far more 
serviceable to her. Both Scotland and 
Wales have questions of land reform and 
church taxes and public education which 
they would rather settle in their own way, 
free from outside dictation, and so they 
would confer home rule on Ireland, be- 
cause they are inclined to demand a 
liberal measure of local self-government 
for themselves. 

When loyal Wales is even more unani- 
mous than Ireland herself for home 
rule in Ireland, and Scotland supports it 
with a vote of three to two, and England 
herself is almost persuaded to concede it, 
the separation bugaboo is left withouta 
leg to stand on. The ‘‘mother country”’ 
is nearly ready to follow the example of 
her wiser American progeny. The Gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom will be 
both firmer and stronger when it rests 
like ours on a well constructed foundation 
of local autonomies.

THE LINSEED POOL. 


Difficulties in the Way of Its Continued Ex- 
istence—The Price Cut. 


The linseed oil pool, formed after so much 
expenditure of energy and eloquence, is not 
avery strong chick,and now that cold weather 
has set in galloping consumption seems bound 
to take it off. The pool was formed to control 
the flaxseed crop of the country and es- 
tablish the price of oil. The price 


was set at 13 cents for oil immediately 
upon the formation of the association 
and a plan was adopted to regulate the pur- 
chase orseed. The members of the pool put 
up $100 per crusher and agreed to fine any one 
who cut the price established $250 for each of- 
fense. This was supposed, to be asure pre- 
ventive of that usually fata disease of pools. 
Two offenses against the rule would wipe out 
the average member's interest. It would then 
be to his advantage to maintain prices. When 
the seed began to come in speculators bought 
expecting that they would be able to sell to the 
pool at a high price. The crop was reported 
to be short, and at the beginning this seemed 
to be true. But now it is asserted that the 
crop is not more than 10 percent below that 
of last year. Speculators soon dropped away, 
being first to realize the fact, and the pool has 
been buying its seed very low. All of the milis 
have their quota now, bought from 3 to 8 
cents below the price they expected to pay. 
The seed on the market now sells for$l,a 
price that allows the manufacture of oil for 35 
cents. The pool price of 43 cents has been 
maintained by the country mills, rigidly. 

As aconsequence they have sold little oil. 
Buyers have had no confidence in the pool's 
stability, and refuse to buy for future use at 
the present price. Then, too, Eastern 
crushers have been able to come in this West- 
ern territory with oil at 40@4lc., made from 
Calcutta seed. The Indian flaxseed is so 
much richer than the American growth that it 
can be imported, crushed, and the oil sold 
in competition with the local oil, now 
that the pool maintains its nearly 20 
per cent profit price. Added to this 
fact there is another point causing the stag- 
nation in oil trade telt by the country mills. 
That is the quiet cutting of rates carried on by 
the St. Louis and Chicago crushers. That this 
is done, a local dealer says he has positive 
proofs. The books of the crushers show they 
are selling at the pool price, but they pay 
bonuses or rebates equivalent to cuts that 
range from Sto 3cents. These gifts, gratui- 
ties for business furnished, do not enter into 
the milis’ account with the purchaser, 
but figure in other accounts. The 
country mills have been told 
that business is dullall around on account of 
large purchases made by dealers and consum- 
ers prior to the pool’s formation. They have 
been so filled up with such stories that they 
were willing, until recently, to await the con- 
sumption of the old stock, and await better 
times. The appearance ofthe Eastern oil at 
cut prices and evidence of city crushers’ cuts 
have stirred up a storm,and yesterday a meet- 
ing of the pool directory was held in Chicago 
to consider the situation. They resolved to 
cut the pool price down to 40c,, a price which 
they hope will effectually shut out Eastern oil.

SOUTHEASTERN KANSAS 
NOTES FROM A eee AND INVITING 
SECTION. f 


The Rapid Growth of Kansas —Fredonia, the 
County Seat of Wilson County—A Delight- 
ful Town With a Great Future Before It— 
An Unsarpassed Agricultural Region. 


Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 

FREDONIA, Kan., September 24.—The great 
State of Kansas is known to every one, though 
once she was shunned as a howling wilder 
ness, and was known as the ‘‘Great American 
Desert.“ A great deal has been said about 
the Kansas grasshopper, and the drouths that 
occur here at times, but these are all things of 
the past, and to-day Kansas stands a mighty 
empire, a State that it is good to come to, and 
so well is this known that it takes very little ar- 
gument to éonvince the average man of its 
truth. } 

We wibn, jn this letter, to call the attention 
of the reader to Wilson County and its county 
seat, Fredonia. The county hasan area of 576 
square miles and embraces within its borders 
all the advantages that go to make farming 
profitable and stock raising a success, lying as 
it does within about thirty miles of the Indian 
Territory, the climate is as near perfect as it 
can be and offers favorable conditions for the 
production of staples and is a grand fruit 
country. Kansas winds are proverbial, 
but here they might de called 
„Kansas zephyrs,’’ for they continually 
even in the heat of midsummer, 


fan the earth and thus do away with oppres- 
sive heat. No matter how hot the midday, 
the shades of evening bring a delightfully cool 
breeze. Here you can work in your field from 
April to January, and can plow at any time of 
the year except, perhaps, during two of the 
winter months. In the Eastern and more 
northern States the farmer is obliged to feed 
his stock about five months out of the twelve. 
Here you can work them nine months and 
have but three to feed. The dry breezes that 
prevail here so generally are great promoters 
Ot health, and one never hears of sunstrokes 
even in the hottest weather. During the win- 
ter there may be at times a slight fall of 
snow, but it never lingers, and 
the heaviest storms can never make bad 
roads, for the winds cause the ground to 
rapidly dry up. Itis the exception here to 
ever lose cattle in the winter, and they can be 
carried through with very little expense. The 
valleys are those of the Verdigris and Fall 
Rivers, and they are well known as being ex- 
ceedingly richin their productive qualities. 
Fully 80 per cent of the country is upiand, and 
the drainage is almost perfect. There is plenty 
of timber—oak, hickory, maple, elm, and the 
finest walnutin the United States. In many 
parts of the country groves have been set out, 
and they flourish equally as well as the natural 
timber. The Prohibitionists, when they threw 
overboard the liquor element in Kansas, did 
not pause to ask whether ornotthere was 
a supply of water to meet the increased 
demand that would naturally follow their 
action, but nature had already given this 
county the sparkling fluidin abundant quan- 
tity. The products of this county are ofal 
kinds. Wheat Will givea yield of 30 to 40 bush- 
els to the acre, corn 40 to 0 bushels. The fruit 
crop is one of great magnitude and the yield 
almost invariably is of the best quality. 
Apples, pears, plums and peaches are raised 
in abundance. Small fruits of all kinds grow 
finely, and the yield is very large. 
The natural condition of the soil 
here is such that the farmer 
in Kansas can get greater returns for his 
labor, than he would in the Eastern States 
with twice the effort put forth. Stock raising 
is one of the great features of Kansas, and the 
farmer takes no chances when he branches 
out in this line. Thereis no herd law, and 
with stock grazing seven months outof the 
year, one Can safely see where the profit 
comes in. Land ranges in price from Sto 88 
= acre for unimproved, and $10 to $40 for 
mproved, according to value of improve- 
ments. The St. Louis & San Francisco, Mis- 
souri Pacific and Southern Kansas railroads 
run through Fredonia, giving outlets both 
east and west, north and south. 
FREDONIA, 

the county seat of Wilson County, is a bright 
and growing city of about 3,200 inhabitants, 
and is very handsomely located, being on an 
elevation, and overlooking a grand stretch of 
country. The town is buiit on the slopes of 
what is known as the ‘‘Twin Mounds,’’ eleva- 
tions rising 200 feet above the level of the 
plain. The business blocks are very 
substantial and in some cases orna- 
mental, being built of brick and stone. 

One noticeable feature is the residence por- 
tion of the town. Handsome residences are 
numerous, and in almost every case the in- 
habitants own the property in which they live. 
The City Council has just decided to put in a 
system of water-works, and a reservoir will 
be built on East Mound, an elevation, that 
gives a fail of over 200 fect for the water. It is 
a natural water pipe, and makes the 
expense of puttingin the water works very 
small. Fuel, both wood and coalis abundant 
and prices are reasonable. A $12,000 school- 
house is one of the ornaments of the city. 

The town has five churches. 
Secret societies are numerous, there being 
nine different lodges located here. Ip this 
respect Fredonia leads many Kansas towns of 
three times her size. Lots are large, 60x170 
feet, and sell from $50 to $200 for residence 
property, and $200 to $1,500 for business pur- 
poses. With the new railroads that have just 
come into Fedoniathere is opened up atine 
field for manufacturing industries of various 
kinds. A charming country, with a great 
destiny,’’ is this Southeastern Kansas. 


CASUALTIES. 


A Woman and Her Child Mangled by a 
Train. 


NEW YORK, October 1.—A special to the 
Herald from Allentown, Pa., says: A fright- 
ful accident occurred at Bingen Station on the 
North Pennsylvania Railroad at noon yester- 
day. Several hundred persons had assembled 
at tue depot forthe purpose of taking a train 


for this city. Among the party were Mrs. 
Mary Wagner, wife ofa wealthy farmer, and 
her 4-year-old daughter. While — on 
the platform the child wandered away from 
its mother and gotonthe tracks. A moment 
later a special train came in sight, 
running at a high rate of speed. 
Mrs. Wagner saw the train com- 
ing and, glancing toward the rall- 
road, discovered her little daughter in the 
middle of the tracks. There was no time to 
spare as every second brought the terrible 
train nearer. The oe woman shrieked to 
the child to get off the tracks, but finding that 
it failed to heed the warning she sprang in 
front ofthe train. She succeeded in reaching 
the child, but before she could get back to the 
latform the train dashed byand both were 
nstantly killed. The child was thrown high in 
the air and landed on the footboard, her body 
being terribly disfigured. Mrs. Wagner was 
thrown underthe wheels and mangied ina 
horrible manner. 


CAMERON IN COURT. 


The Fair Violet Appears Against Her Hus- 
band, Debensaude. 


NEw YORK, October 1.—David Debensaude, 
husband of Violet Cameron, wasup in the 
Court of Special Sessions this afternoon, 
charged with having threatened the life 
of his wife.

THE MEAT PACKERS. 


A Great Lock-Out to Take Place in Chicago 
This Month. 


Cnrcaco, October 1.—The statement is pub- 
lished this afternoon thata great lock-out at 
the stock yards has. been decided upon some 
time during this month, whenthe packing- 
houses will all close down and remain closed 
until the question of eight hours or ten hours 
is settled. One of the large packers said this 
morning: Trouble is, of course, expected. 
It will be a long fight, but we can’t run on 
eight hours with the other houses around us 
running on ten hours. So the trouble might 
as well come all at once as to drag along until 
we are compelied to shut down by losses. It 
is likely that several of the houses will start 
up inasmail way on the ten-hour schedule 
and make the fight. 

The Chicago Packing & Provision Company 
has already shut down for repairs. That is 
what allthe packing company ollicers say, and 
this is probably the secret of the denial of the 

ackers that this is to be a lock-out. The 

ouses will be shut down one after another— 
for repairs. When they open it will beon 
ten- hours’ time 

OR NOT AT ALL. 

At this time of the year it is customary for all 
the houses which have been running all sum- 
mer to shut down for repairs. This October, 
however, the shut-down will be significant. 
It will afford the houses the opportunity to 
tnrow on their men the onus of the fighting. 
The houses will be closed. Those who apply 
for work can go to work at ten hours, or they 
can stay out. Meanwhile ali the houses at 
Kansas City, Omaha, Milwaukee, Springfield, 
St. Louis and elsewhere will be running day 
and night. There is no doubt that the lock- 
out is agreed to, and preparations are going 
forward to make a long and stubborn fight for 
the ten-hour question. 

A hog-buyer said this morning: ‘‘There is 
plainly something in the wind at the stock 
rards, but just what itis nobody knows. The 
iouses are going to close down very soon. 
Tney can better afford to make the fight in 
October than in November. Hogs are bigh 
now, and — shutting down and forcing the 
ten-hour fight the packers would really make 
their expenses by the depression of the price 
of hogs.’’ By the great lock-out 20,000 peo- 
ple will be deprived ot employment. It is ex- 
pected that they will offer a stubborn resist- 
ance, and itis not thought improbable that 
the fight will lead to bloodshed. 


A Corporation with a Soul. 


Prrrsngund, October 1.—The Rochester Tum- 
bler Company have notified their employes 
that a part of the concern’s profits will be dis- 
tributed among them at the end of the term 
beginning October 4, 1886, and concluding Oc- 


tober |, 1887. It is proposed to distribute 
about $4,000 among the men as arecognition 
of faithful services. The tmoney will be paid 
as abonus for making big wages. The em- 
yloyes earning the largest wages will be given 
P50, the second $125, and so on down to the 
tenth man, who will receive $40. The shop 
making the largest turn will be given $100, to be 
divided among the men, and the man and boy 
who are not absent a turn will be presented 
with S0. 


THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


Directions to the Jury in the Shattuc Libel 
Suit To-Day—Cases on Trial. 


Judge Treat this morning in the United States 
Circuit Court delivered the Court’s instruc- 
tions to the jury in the Shattuc libel suit 
against the publisher and editor of the Rail- 
way Register. The arguments of the counse 
were made late last evening, Chester 
H. Krum speaking for his client, the 


General Passenger Agent of the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi Railroad, and D. P. Dyer representing 
the defendants. The Oourt’s instructions 
were in favor of the plaintiff, the publication 
having been admitted and the false accusation 
of dividing commissions with local agénts 
having been admitted. The question of 
damages was left to the discretion of the 
jury. the Court — attention to the main 
eatu of the case.

Mr. Isaac A. Copes and Eight Assistants Re- 
moved. 


The resignation of Mr. Isaac A. Copes, a 
Republican Superintendent of the Third Re- 
construction District of the City Street Depart- 
ment, wasreceived and took effect to-day.

Introduction of Blue Grass. 


From the New Orleans Picayune. 

Dr. F. H. Gordon of Tennessee, visited 
the Cunningham estates in Kentucky in 
1871, and wrote as follows: 

Some seventy years ago,two young men, 
named Cunningham, came from the south 
branch of the Potomac, in Virginia, to 
Strode’s Creek, in Bourbon County, 
Ky. They had studied and practiced 
the blue grass system on the 
Potomac. They jointly purchased 200 
acres of land on Strode's Creek, and sowed 
the whole tract in timothy and blue grass. 
In a few years their whole tract was cov- 
ered with a luxuriant growth of grass. 
They had brought with them the seed on a 

ack horse, all the wag from Virginia. 

heir farm soon attracted attention of 
their neighbors, who began to visit them 
and learn how to manage grass. 

In 1835 I, too, went to see the Cunning- 


hams, and many other farms in the blue 
grass regions, in order to learn thesystem. 
I devoted many weeks to the study of the 
system—going with the best farmers over 
their farms and seeing their management, 
asking many questions and writing down 
their answers. 

“Then the Cunninghams, like many 
otheis, had grown to be wealthy on the 
profits of blue grass. One of them, Rob- 
ert, has 2,000 acresin blue grass, and the 
other, Isaac, had 3,000. Nearly all the 
farmers I visited owed the luxury of their 
blue grass to the Cunninghams. To me it 
was a feast totravel over and view the 
fine sod of grass on the first 200 acres 
which had caused the whole blue grass 
region of Kentucky to become so beauti- 
ful, prosperous and wealthy.’’ 

The writer of the above further states: 
‘‘While leaving the blue-grass system I 
saw in every neighborhood that those who 
had studied the system closest had the 
best pastures invariably. You can see in 
all that region of blue grass some farms 
where all the lots are grassed all the year 
round by calves, sheep and geese, like 
some of oursin Tennessee. This is be- 
cause the owner does not study and think 
enough about his management—does uot 
take enough interest in his farm.” 


History of the Concord Grape. 


From the Springfield Republican. 

The horticulturists of Boston and vicini- 
ty held a meeting the other 2 to com- 
memorate the introduction of the Concord 
grape, and a testimonial was bestowed 
upon E. W. Bull of Concord, through 
whose experiments this far-famed grape 
originated. Mr. Bull told the story of the 
grape in this wise: Lou ask me how I

Europe.’? 


SUBMARINE NAVIGATION, 


The Progress Made in Navigating the Seq 
with Submerged Craft. 


From the New York Sun. 

The public trials just made of the new 
submarine boat, Peacemaker, in the 
Hudson River, have demonstrated that 
the little craft can be submerged, moved 
u long distance under water by steam 
power, and brought to the surface again 
at the will of her captain. 

This is a practical solution of the first 
great step in the problem of submarine 
navigation, whose chief uses for the pres- 
ent are its applicability to torpedo war- 
fare. With this step secured, the rest may 
fairly be considered a matter of detail. 
The speed under water, forexample, thus 
far obtained by the Peace- 
maker, although she has powerfyl ma- 
chinery, taking up all available space,and 
is herself only 30 feet in length by 8% in 
breadth and 7 in depth, is very small. 
But if as much improvement is made iu 
this craft as has been made in locomotive 
land engines since their introduction, 
there will be no complaint on the score of 
speed. The great successis in escaping 
those drawbacks that in past years were 
fatal to most navigation of this character. 

Submarine boats have been tried during 
the last thirty years in several countries, 
and have been sometimes paddled about 
slowly under the surface. But the 
conditions for practical use include the 
ability to rise and sink rapidly, the 
attaining of a good degree of 
speed under water, and the baility 
to remain long enough concealed to ap- 
proach and do the torpedo work required 
ofthem. These conditions imply air for 
the crew and the preservation of an even 
keel lest the boat should be driven against 
the bottom or go to a depth in which 
its framework would be crushed. In re- 
cent American efforts to pro- 
duce a submarine boat there have 
been many failures. one craft promptly 
seeking the bottom of Long Island Sound, 
and others being abandoned as unsatis- 
factory. The Peacemaker has shown 
many spectators that she can go @ mile 
under water, and stay there half an hour 
with engines working, compressed air 
being stowed in pipes for the lungs of the 
crew. No doubt these distances and peri- 
ods of submersion will be ingreased in 
future trials, with the use of additional 
appliances suggested by experience. 

Submarine navigation has also been 
pushed to great iengths in European 
countries within the last two years. In 
the trials of the Nordenfeldt boat at 
Salamis, by the Royal (Commission, four 
persons were shut up inher, hermetically 
sealed, for six hours, without experienc- 
ing any inconvenience. But we judge 
from the account that the engine was not 
working during this period, and of 
course that made a difference in the heat. 
It was also proved that the boat could de- 
ascend to a greater depth than thirty feet. 
On the fourth day the boatran ten miles, 
driven solely by the steam stored in her 
reservoirs, the smoke-stack and furnace 
doors being closed, and the boat hermeti- 
cally closed and partly submerged. On 
the fifth and concluding day of the trials 
the commission decided that the boat had 
reached the speed contracted for. 

There are difficulties still in the use of 
submarine boats. Only stored-up steam 
can be used when the boat is entirely sub- 
merged. Since then steam cannot be gen- 
erated, and the stored pressure grows 
constantly less while heat passes from the 
surtace of the reservoirs, with com- 
sressed air as a motor high speed is sacri- 

ced at the outset. Electricity or other 
forces may, perhaps, one day come to the 
rescue, and in that case the dangers from 
bursting steam apparatus will also disap- 

ear. 
i But with all its existing disadvantages, 
and inspite of its low speed, the sub- 
marine boat has at last conquered a ro- 
spectful consideration. The ordinary 
surface topedo boat finds a deadly foe in 
the Hotchkiss revolving armor and other 
like devices, which can hail shot 
and shell on it the 
detected, and which can be depressed 
or deflected almost with the quick- 
ness of a soldier’s rifle to suit the boat’s 
rapid running and attempts to dodge the 
fire. When it nears the ironclad the tor- 

edo which the boat dischages may be 
bamed by the steel wire netting which the 
vessel has dropped. But the little boat 
which moves beneath the surface and 
below nettings and fixes its torpedoes to 
the bottoms of unsuspecting vessels must 
be a terrible opponent. Hence every step 
forward in submarine navigation will be 
watched with interest.

AN EXTRAORDINARY SHOWING, 


The Rapid Growth of the New Tork 
World’s Circulation. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, October 1.—The month just 
closed is the second in the history of the 
WORLD, or any other American newspaper, in 
which the circulation reached the great total 
‘of 6,000,000 copies. The exact number of 
WORLDS printed, according to the official table 
presented elsewhere was 6,194,270, as against 
6,237,590 copies printed inthe thirty-one days 
of August. The figures show that last month’s

THE GAGE FAILURE, 


A Statement of the Assets and Liabilities— 
Probable Arrangements. 


Cnroeaco, October 1.—The principal credit- 
ors of A. S. Gage & Oo. are in New York, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia. On September 25 Gage 
made a statement of his financial condition to 
Kraus & Mayer. The value ot the wholesale 
goods he estimated at $180,000 and the retail at 
$260,000; fixtures in wholesale department, 
$10,000; fixtures in retail department and 


horses and wagons, $35,000; corset factory, 
$45,000; real estate, $17,000; outstand- 
ing wholesale accounts, $425, 000 ; 
outstanding retail accounts, $35 , 000 ; 
total nominal assets $1,067,000. The ogtstand- 
ing accounts are not considered to worth 
over B to 33 per cent. of their face value, and 
this would make the actual assets, if the stock 
is not properly handled and sold, about $500, - 
000. he liabilities aggregate $420,000 for 
oney borrowed on notes which includes 
150,000 due Martin Ryerson, $100,000 due the 
‘irst National Bank, and vurious smaller 
sums. There is due on merchandise $450,000, 
making the total liabilities $870,000, 
leaving an apparent deficit of over 
00, 000. This is thought to be very large, as 
tis claimed that most ofthe outstanding ac- 
counts can be collected in full, and if some ar 
rangement can be made with the creditors or 
the assignee is allowed to sell the goods and 
urchase more, every dollar will be paid. 
esides the creditors already mentioned, the 
following are known: Globe National Bank of 
Boston, which discounted his notes for large 
amounts; Frank Bianca, Thomas Wood & 
Co., Thomas E. Hanson & Co., L. Straus & 
Sons, wholesale dealers of New York; John 
Bromley & Co. of Philadelphia, M. D. Wells & 
Co. of Chicago, $10,000. It is siso said that 
Marshall Field & Co. and J. V. Farwell & 
Oo, are in for S, 000 each. The following ad- 
ditional attachments were flled at a late hour 
yesterday afternoon: Charles k. Waentig, 
$1,500; Ludwig Rothschild, $2,500; Joseph Er- 
icson, $2,500. A. S. Gage, itis said, is com- 
pletely broken down by the failure, and un- 
doubtedly has the sympathy of the entire 
trade, which attributes the failure to the de- 
preciation in values, added to the difficultyjin 
collecting debts. Itis thought that sufticient 
money will be raised to enable Gage to resume 
business as he is regarded as an enterprising 
man and one of the bestin his line. He is a 
director in the Washington Park Club and was 
one of the stewards at the recent meeting.

This Action Taken at the Instance ot Lons- 
dale andthe Burlesquer—The Pair Swear 
That the Actress’ Life is in Danger—Mr.

New Tonk, October 1.—The Lonsdale-Came- 
ron-Debensauds combination took a new de- 
parture yesterday afternoon, At 2:30 p. m. 
‘Mi Lud’’ and Violet emerged from a closed 
carriage at the Tombs.
